The number of ballots in the various 


political conventions held in this coun- 
try may have some interest to the gen- 
eral reader at this time. The first 
Convention of this kind was held in 
Baltimore m May, 1832, by the Demo- 
crats, to nominate a candidate for Vice 
President,—Gen. Jackson being the 
•accepted candidate for President. 
The 


two third rule was adopted, but there 
was only one ballot, Van Buren re- 
ceiving the required vote. 


The National Republican (afterwards 


Whig) party held a Convention in Bal- 
timore in December, 1831, and by unan- 
imous vote nominated Henry Clay for 
President and John Sergeant for Vice 
President. 
The whole number of del- 


egates present was 157. 


In May, 1835, a Democratic Con- 


vention was held at Baltimore, and on 
the first ballot Van Bar en was noniina 
ted uuanimously. There was no Na- 
tional Convention of the Whigs pend- 
ing that election 


In December, 1839, the Whig Na- 


tional Convention met at Harnsburg, 
and Harrison was nominated on the first 
ballot 
The Democratic Convention in 


1840 nominated Van Buren on the 
first ballot. 


At the Whig Convention in 1844 


Clay was nominated by acclamation, 
but Frclinghuysen for Vice President 
was Dominated on the third ballot. 
In 


the Democratic Convention ^the same 
year Polk was nominated on the ninth 
ballot. 


At the Whig Convention of 1848 


Gen. 
Taylor was nominated on the 


fourth ballot 
The Democratic Con 


vention nominated Cass on th« fourth 
ballot. 


The first protracted series of ballot- 


ings was that at the Whig Convention 
held at Baltimore in May, 1352. The

Webster having 30 votes, and the re- 
mainder—262—being about equally di- 
vided between Scott and Fillmore. The 
Democratic Convention, which also met 
in Baltimore in 1852, had forty-nine 
ballots. 
On the 
thirty fifth ballot 


Pierce ^received 15 votes, and subse- 
quently was nominated. 


The Republican Convention of 1856 


nominated Fremont on the first ballot, 
At the Democratic Convention of the 
same year Buchanan was nominated on 
the seventeenth ballot. 


In 1889 the Republican Convention 


met at Chicago and nominated Abraham 
Lincoln on the third ballot. The Dem- 
ocratic Convention of 1860 met at 
Charleston, o» April 23. On the 30th 
of April the platform waa adopted, and 
various Southern delegations protested, 
aad then seceded •from the Convention, 
and balloting began, and fifty-seven bal- 
lots were taken. 
On May 3, the tenth 


day of the session, the Convention ad- 
journed to meet at Baltimore Jane 
18.
